The Depoſitions of Witneſſes Examined on the part of 


Sir Joſeph 'Tily Knight, and Dame Deborah bis 
Wife, Defendants, at the Suit of William W harton 
and Eunice his VVife, Complainants. 


UGH PRESTON, of Bromleynear Bow inthe County of Midaleſex, 
Gent. aged about 66 years. To the third Interrogatory this Deponent 
faith, That about ten years and a halt ſince, this Deponent became a 
Servant to Sir John Roberts in the —_—y named, and from that 
time until his Death, which happened about three years and a half 
afterwards, this Deponenc lived with the (aid Sir fob» Roberts, and was 
intruſted in his Concerns in the nature of a Steward, and by that means this De- 
ponent became intimately acquainted with the ſaid Sir oh» Roberts. And this De- 
ponent faich, He never (to his beſt remembrance) heard the (aid Sir ohn Roberts 
talk or diſcourſe ot making» or that he had made or intended to make any Sertle- 
ment, Proviſion or Fortune for the Plantiff Exnice, either before, at, or after the 
making of his laſt Will: And this Deponent doth not know whether the ſaid Sir 
[_ Roberts did very freely or willingly bequeath the ſaid Emnice a Legacy of three 

undred Pounds 3 nor can this Deponent ſay, how, or by what means, or by whom 
he was prevailed upon fo to do nor did this Deponent, to his beſt remembrance, 
ever hear the ſaid Sir fohn Roberts ſay or declare he gave her the (aid Legacy to keep 
her from ſtarving, or any thing to that effet. And chis Deponent ſaith,- He did ne- 
ver hear the ſaid Sir Zok» Roberts, to his beſt remembrance, ſpeak or ſay that he had 
given a Bond for fifteen hundred Pounds to the ſaid Exnice, or to that effe& ; and this 

Deponent dorh believe, that if the (aid Sir 7ob» had given ſuch Bond, this Deponent 
ſhould have known thereof, for that this Deponent was, during the time he lived 
with the (aid Sir John Roberts, entirely in the Friendſhip and Intereſt of the ſaid Ennice, 
and ſhe knew that this Deponent was ſo much her Friend, and would have promoted 
her Interelt, that chis Neponent is well aſſured, if there had been any ſuch Bond en- 
cred into, ſhe would have acquainted this Deponent therewith; but ſhe never (to 
this Deponent's beſt Remembrance) did mention any ſuch thing to this Deponeat 3 
nor did this Deponent, to his beſt remembrance, ever bear that there -was ſuch a 
Bond, until after the Death of the ſaid ay 6x Roberts, and after that the ſaid Com- 
plainant Eznice's Mother, Mrs. An» Brome, ſhewed to this Deponent this Deponent's 
Name ſet to a Paper rolled up, which ſheheld in her Hand, as is hereafter mentioned ; 

* and more he faith not to this Interrogatory. To the 4h Interrogatory this Deponent 

ſaich, That he doth not know of his own knowledg, but whilſt he lived with the ſaid Sir 
7obn Roberts, was informed by ſome of the Servants in his Family, that the ſaid Sir John 

Roberts did make a Reſolution never to enter into any Bond upon any occaſion ; bur 
when or about what time, or upon what occaſion, or for what reaſon he made ſuch a 

Reſolution, this Deponent to his beſt remembrance never heard ; but this Deponent 
faith, That he.doth know that the ſaid Sir Fohn Roberts did refuſe tro become bound, 
or to enter into any Bond for the Truth and Fidelity of his Nephew Mr. Richard 
Tyrncr, upon his being an Apprentice to Mr. Stevens, to whom the ſaid Sir ohn Ro- 
berts gave the Sum of 1101. to take the ſaid Mr. Turner to be his Apprentice, this 


| Deponent being preſent when the ſaid Sir John Roberts made ſuch refuſal; bur this 


Deponent doth not remember the (aid Sir fohn Roberts did give or affign any reaſon 
for ſuch his refuſal. And this Deponent faith, he doth verily believe that Mrs. An: 
Brome, Mother of the ſaid Complainant Exnice, did become bound for the ſaid Richard 
Turner's Truth and Fidelity to his ſaid Maſter, but at whoſe Requeſt this Deponent 
doth not know : And this Deponent verily believes the ſaid Sir John Roberts did give 
her a Note by way of Counterfecurity for ſo doing, this Deponent having ſeen a 
Note under the hand of the (aid Sir 7ohn m_ to that effect and purpoſe ; bur whe- 
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ther any Seal was fixed thereto, this Deponent doth not now remember, but be- 
lieves it was a Note under his Hand only, without a Seal. To the fifth Interroga- 
tory this Deponent faith, that whilſt this Deponent was Servant to the (aid wn 
Reberts, this Deponent being informed, that a Waſher-woman, who uſed to waſh in 
the ſaid Sir Fohn's Family, had reported to the Lady Roberrs, that Madam Peyton, the 
Siſter of the ſaid An Brome, and Aunt tothe ſaid Complainant Emnice, had told her, that 
they had Writings above ground to ſhew, when Sir 7obn Roberts's Head was laid, which 
would turn the Lady Reberrs out of doors, or Words to. that effe&t ; this Deponeat 
by the oraer of the ſaid Sir John and his Lady, did himſelf enquire of the ſaid Waſher- wo- 
man touching the ſame ; who affirming to this Deponenr, that it was true that Ma- 
dam Peyton had ſotold her, this Deponent did thereupon acquaint the ſaid Sir John 
Roberts and his then Wife, the now Defendant, therewith : And this Deponext then re= 
membring that the ſaid Complainant Eunice had before in a jeſting manner connterfeited, and 
conld counterfeit the ſaid Sir John Roberts's Hand in fo exatt a manner, that it could not be 
diſtinguiſhed from his own proper Hand-writing, as is hereafter particularlyrelatedin this Depo- 
nent's anſwer to the 11th Interrogatory, did upon occaſion of the ſaid Waſh:r-woman's report, ac- 
quaint the ſaid Sir John Roberts and his (aid Lady with that matter, and this Deponent did 
thereupon ſeveral times adviſe the ſaid Sir John Roberts to cauſe a Bill -to be exhibited in © 
this honorable Conrt againſt the ſaid Madam Peyton and. her Husband, and againft the (aid 
Mrs. Brome and her Daughter the Complainant Eunice, and ene Mrs. Love their Relation 
and Honſe- keeper in the ſaid Sir John's Family,to diſcover what Writings they had or pretended to 
have from the ſaid Sir John Roberts, the better to prevent any Forgeries which might happen to 
be ſet up after the ſaid Sir John's Death 5, and in ſome ſhort time afterwards (to wit) in or 
about Hilary Term One thouſand Six hunared and Ninety One, to his beſt remembrance of the 
time, a Bill was accordingly exhibited in this Honorable Court by the Order, and at the Smit of 
the ſaid Sir John Roberts againſt them, to diſcover nhat Writings they had, or pretenaed to 
have from the ſaid Sir John Roberts, to which they all (as this Deponent hath credibly heard 
and verily believes ) put in their Anſwers and Diſclaimers, whereby they all, as this Deponent appre- 
hended and nnderſt.od, diſclaimed and diſowned all Right, Claim and Demand againſt the ſaid 
Sir John Roberts or to his Eſtate, except a Bond of two thouſand five hundred Pounds, 
which the ſaid Mrs, Peyton ſet forth to be enter d unto her by the ſaia Sir John Roberts zo 
be paid at bis Death, and which the ſaid Sir John Roberts owned and did not at all controvert, 
And this Deponent, to the beſt of his remembrance, did read a Copy of the ſaid E- 
ice her Anſwer and Diſclaimer, after the ſame was put into the ſaid Bill, and the 
Copies of the other Anſwers and Diſclaimers 3 and to this Deponent's beſt remem- 
brance they were all to the ſame purpoſe, (to wit) that they had not any Claim or 
Demand againſt the ſaid Sir ob» or his Eſtate, except the Claim of thre ſaid Mrs. 
Peyton. To che 65th Interrogatory this Deponent faith, That be believes ke was never 
a Witneſs to the Bond in queſtion, dated the 2.3d day of Oftober 1690. pretenaed to be enter'd 
zato by the ſaid Sir John Roberts to the Plantiff Eunice, and produced at the ſeveral Trials at 
Law between the Plantiff and Defendants ;, but this eponent did at ſuch Trials ſee the ſaid 
Bond, and that this Deponent's Name was thereto ſet as aWitzeſs. But this Leponent doth 
believe his Name ſo thereto ſet as a Witneſs, 1s not of this Deponent's own proper Hand-writing, 
And this Deponent doth xot know or remember that he did ever ſee the ſaid Sir John Roberts 
ſign, ſeal or deliver the ſaid Bond : And this Deponent auth not believe the Name John Roberts 
thereto affixed or ſet, to be of his own proper Hand-writing, nor doth this Deponent believe that 
the ſaid Sir John Roberts did ever execute the ſaid Bond, And the Reaſons which induce 
this Deponent to believe as aforeſaid, are as followeth, viz. 

Firft, The ſaid Bond is dated within or about a month after the former Wife of che 
ſaid Sir Jobs Roberts her Death, and the faid Sir John Reberrs was then fo tull of forrow 
on occaſion thereof, that this Deponent doth not think ic probable the ſaid Sir 7obr 
{hould be ſo much bent upon giving ſuch Bond, as to go abroad to get one written 
himſelt (as was pretended on behalf of the ſaid Eznice at the ſaid Trial) and the more 
eſpecially for that the ſaid Sir Joh» could not then go alone witnout help, by reaſon of a 
great Weakneſs he then had in his Knees. And this Deponent was intormed by the ſaid 
Sir 7obhn's Footman, Fehn Shelton (whoſe Name is ſet as another of the Witxeſſes to the ſaid Bond) 
upon this Deponent's asking him about the ſaid Bond, and what he knew thereof, thac 
the ſaid Sir John Roberts never weut any where abroad without hum the laid fohn Shelton, 
and thac he never knew that the ſaid Sir /ob» went to any Scrivener about any Writ- 
ing whatſoever ; and at another rime the ſaid Sze/ton rold this Deponent, T hat he did 
ot know any thing of the ſaid Sir Jolin's extring into ſuch Bond, | 

Secondly, This Deponent doth not remember, that when a Writing, as this Depo- 
nent ſappoſed to be the ſaid Bond, was thewn to this Deponent at the Houſe 
of the aid 7obz She!ron, as 1s herein after mentioned, there was any. other Nonw's 
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Name or Names ſet at a Witneſs or Witneſſes thereto, beſides this Deponent's , whereas when 
the ſaid Bond was afterwards produced at Mr. Brownizg's the Artorney, by the (aid 
Mrs. An» Brome, in order to be viewed by all. Parties, this Deponent then found the 
ſaid Shelron's Name, and the Name of Mr. Job: ebb (who was the ſaid Sir John's 
Clark) likewiſe fer as Witneſles to the ſaid Bond, whereof chis Deponent then 
took notice to the ſaid Mis. Am Brome, who anſwered, That when ſhe ſhewed 
the ſaid Bond to this Deponent at Mr. Shelron's, ſhe folded the lower Corner of the 
ſaid Bond on the lefe fide of the ſaid Paper, upon the Names of the (aid Shelton and 
Webb, that this Deponear might not ſee t,+:m, or uſed Words to that effet: And 
this Deponent thereupon looked upon that Corner of the ſaid Bond,to (ee if any Creaſe 
or Fold did appear therein, but could find no Marks or App:arances of any Fold or 
Creaſe that had been made therein in ſuch manner as ſhe pretended z and this Depo- 
nent therefore then cold the (aid Mrs. Brome, that what ſhe (o pretended was not true. 

Thirdly, Tinis Deponent dota remember, that in the ſaid Sir John's Widowhood, 
(ro wit) in or about the 7annary or February next after the date of the ſaid Bond, the 
{aid Mrs. Am Brome did ſend this Deponent with a Paper to Captain Powell, an inti- 
mate Acquaintance of the ſaid Sir John's, which purported to be a Memorial of her 
the ſaid Mrs. Brome to the ſaid Sir 7ohn, to put the ſaid Sir John Roberts in mind of ſeve- 
ral perſons, whom the ſaid Paper mentioned he always intended co leave Legacies to, 
and in particular of her felf and her Daughter Eznice, and defired this Deponent to 
acquaint the (aid Mr, Powe/t that ſhe would have him ſpeak to the ſaid Sir 7ob» Roberts 
to make his Will ; for ſhe ſaid if he did not make his Will, her Brother Peyton would 
by virtue of a former Will go away with all, and ſhe the ſaid Mrs. Brome and her Daugh- 
ter Eunice ſhou/d have nothing, or uſed words to that effe& : and ſhe the ſaid Mrs. Brome 
then farther acquainted this Deponent, that if the aid Sir Fob» Koberts knew ſhe had 
been tampering with the (aid Captain Powell about the (aid Matter, the ſaid Sir John 
would then do nothing ; and therefore ſhe defired this Deponent to acquaint the ſaid 
Captain Powel that ſhe would have him contrive'that the ſaid Paper ſhould be brought 
ro Sir fobn's Hands when they were in Company together, ſo as that the ſaid Sir 
7ohn ſhould not ſuſpe& that he the (aid Captain Powe!! knew any thing thereof be- 
fore, and that then the ſaid Captain Powel ſhould rake occafion to enquire into the 
ſubje& Matter of the ſaid Paper, and ſhould upon occafion thereof adviſe... the. ſaid 
Sir fobn to make his Will, and to give Legacies to the perſons therein named, and 

articularly to her and her ſaid Daughter Exnice. And this Deponent accordingly de- 
ivered the ſaid Paper to Captain Powell, and acquainted him to the ſame purpole ; and 
the ſaid Captain Powell afterwards informed this Deponent he had followed her di- 
rections in getting the ſaid Paper to be brought to the ſaid Sir John, by cauſing a Por- 
ter to bring it when they two were together ar a Coffee-houſe, and char he the ſaid 
Captain Powel then took occafion ts enquire of the (aid Sir Fob» what were the Con- 
tents of the ſaid Paper, and being accordingly informed thereof, did then adviſe Sir 
7ohn Roberts to make his Will. And this Deponent cannot in the leaſt imagin what 
might be the reaſon of rhe ſaid Mrs. 4»» Brome's mentioning her ſaid Daughter Eunice 
as 2 Legatee in the (aid Paper, and acquainting this Deponent, that ſhe and her ſaid 
Daughter ſhould have nothing unleſs Sir John did make a Will as aforeſaid, if the ſaid Sir 
John had before that time enter'd into the ſaid pretended Bond, which ty the date is three or four 
Mozths before the Time this Deponent was ſo deſired to carry the ſaid Paper. 

Fourthly, 1 his Deponeat was preſent when Ebenezer Brome the Son of the 
ſaid Mrs. Brome, was examined before Sir Thomas Lane touching the ſaid Bond ; and 
this Deponent did the next day after ask the ſaid Ebenezer, Whether the Bond which 
he had confeſſed at the time of his ſaid Examination was wrote by him, was the very ſame 
Bond which was put in Suit againſt the now Defendants by the ſaid Eunice his Siſter : and the 
ſaid Ebenezer then anſwered this Deponent, it was the ſame, but ſaid he put no Names, 
either Party or Witneſſes, to the ſaid Bond. . 

Fifthly, It was at one of the ſaid Trials (worn by one Spencer a Coachman of 
the ſaid Sir John Roberts, on the behalf of the ſaid Emvice, that this Deponent 
called the ſaid Shelton out of rhe Stables, to be Witneſs to fomerhing in the 
Gallery; and the ſaid Sheiro» gave evidence that the ſaid Complainant, Exnice 
called him to be Witneſs to {omething in the Gallery. -and that he was accord- 
ingly a Witnels to ſomething, bur could not tel] what it was, nor who was pre- 
ſent, And the (aid ebb, whoſe Name is ſet as a Witneſs to the ſaid pretended Bond 
between this Deponent's Name and the faid Sheltoz's Name, gave evidence on the 
faid Exaice's behalf, that this Deponent brought a Writing to him into the ſaid Sir fob» 
Reberts's Kitchin to witneſs, which he faid he accordingly did with a Tzrkey Quill, 
which this Deponent brought along with him ; and further gave evidence, ba; this 
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Deponent about two days after told him it was a Bond from Sir Jobs Roberts to his 
Couſin Exnice for 1500/1. And at the firſt of the (aid Trials it was alledged by the Com- 
plainants, that the ſaid Sir oh» Roberts got the Bond prepared abroad in order to keep the 
contents of it ſecret from his Servants, and that he accordingly kept it ſecret. All which 
this Neponent takes to be inconſiſtent and contradictory, upon conſideration of the ſaid 
Evidence, and nature of the ſaid Allegations ; and particularly this Deponent thinks ic 
very incredible that he ſhould call the ſaid She/ron out of the Stable, which is diſtant from 
the Gallery one Courr-yard and two encloſed pieces of Ground beſides, and not call 
the ſaid ebb out of the Kitchin, which was in the Dwelling Houſe of the (aid Sir John 
Roberts, but bring it down to him the ſaid Webb in the Kitchin, and yet that his Name 
ſhould be ſer as a Witneſs berween this Deponent's and the ſaid Sheltor's. 

Sixthly, This Deponent doth rechember, that the ſaid She/ron and this Deponent, 
with the ſaid Mrs. Brome, were Witneſles to Articles made by the ſaid Sir John Roberts, 
whereby he obliged him(elt to give ewo hundred Pounds for a Monument in Bromley 
Church, which to this Deponent's beſt remembrance were executed about a month 
or two after the Death of the ſaid Sir ?ob»'s firſt Lady: And this Deponent believes 


that thoſe Articles was that very Writing which the ſaid Shelton at the (aid Trial (wore 


he wasa Witnels to 3 and the ſaid Shelton then gave evidence that he did not remember he 
was a Witneſs to more than one Writing, which this Deponent believes might lead him che 
ſaid Shelton into a miſtake. 

Seventhly, This Deponent hath lately found a Memorandum of his own Hand-writing 
amonglt his Papers, containing the Words following, viz. © The tourteenth of April, 
* 1690, left a Bond for fifty one Pounds ten Shillings with Mr. C/arke the Scrivener, 
* payable the 25th of 7uly following to Sir 7ohn Roberts, and a Defeazance for Mr. 
* Downes, witneſſed by my ſelf and foh» ebb. And this Deponent verily believes the 
ſaid ebb was a Witne(s to this Deponent's leaving the ſaid Bond and Deteazance with 
Mr. Clarke ; and this Deponent believes that this Deponent did get the ſaid ebb to 
ſet his Name to a Writing in the ſaid Sir John Roberrs's Kitchin to teſti'y the ſame, which 
this Deponent believes might be the ſame Wricing which the ſaid ebb at the (aid 
Trial (wore this Deponent brought co him to witneſs in the Kitchin 3 and this 
Deponent is the rather induced to believe the ſame, for that upon the ſaid Webb's giv- 
ing that Evidence, this Deponent did remember there was ſomething that he got the 
ſaid ebb to fign or witneſs in the Kitchin= And alcho this Deponent was well aſ- 
ſured in his Conſcience it was not the Bond in queſtion, yet this Deponent was very 
much perplexed in his mind becauſe he could not recolle& himſelf what ic was that 
Webb (o ſigned in the Kitchin ; and ſeveral times this Deponent complained thereof 
co the ſaid Mr. Tzrzer, and this Deponent thereupon made a very ſtrict Scrutiny a- 
moneſt his Papers, and at laſt found the 34: morandum above ſet forth, which gave 
this Deponent ſo much ſatisfaction, as to induce him to believe as aforeſaid ; and (o 
much the rather, for that at the time of his writing the ſaid Memorandom, this Deponent 
remembers he uſed ro wrice with a Turkey Qui!) ; but as to the ſaid Yeb's Evidence 
that this Deponeat cold him it was a Bond, he verily believes he never told him it was 
any ſuch rhing; and 'tis next to an Impoſſibility this Deponent ſhould tell him ſo, 
in regard this Deponent, verily believes, as aforeſaid, he was never Witneſs to any 
ſuch Bond, nor that che ſaid Sir fohn did ever execute any ſuch Bond; and if this De- 
ponent had known of any ſuch thing, this Deponent is well aſſured ic was fo re- 
markable a matter, and conduced ſo much to the benefit of the ſaid Complainant 
Ennice, whoſe Intereſt this Deponent would have promored as much as in him lay, 
that this Deponent ſhould not have forgotten the ſame, more eſpecially in ſo ſhore a 
ſpace of time as two years and two or three months, it being about that ſpace of 
time between the Dare of the ſaid pretended Bond, and the ſaid Mrs. Brome's (ſhewing 
the ſame to this Deponeat at Mr. Shelron's, as is hereafter mentioned. And this De- 
ponent doth believe that the ſaid Emxnice tier (elt would have defired this Deponent to 
take a particular Memorandum the: ef. 

Eighthly, This Dzponent about the 15:1h of Nevember, 1692. received a Let- 
cer from the (aid Mrs. Brome, which is now in this Deponent's cuſtody, ſetting forth, 
that (he and her Children were in a periſhing Condition, and muſt ſtarve. it Sir 
7oba did not relieve them, and defired this Deponent to move the ſaid Sir 7ohr 
Roberts on their behalf, and to lend her the ſaid Mrs. Browe thirty pounds: And 
chis DDeponent hath ſeen a Letter ſent ro the Lady Til» from the ſaid Mrs. Brome, dated 
in September 1692, likewiſe ſetting forth the miſerable Circumſtances of her the ſaid 
Mrs. Brome and her Family, and begging her Ladyſhip's relief; and it is this Depo- 
nent's judgment and belief, that the ſaid Mrs. Brome could not have any occaſion at 
either of thoſe times to have ſoughit Relief trom the ſaid Sir fozn Reberr: and his Lady,

if the aid Sir John had reallyenter'd into the ſaid pretended Bond, whichis dated in 
Oftober 1690, for that this Deponeat is very well - aſſured and. verily believes, that 
upon the Credit of that Bond the ſaid Mrs. Brome and her Daughter Emnice might 
have borrowed a Sum of money to have ſupplied their wants : And this Deponent 
hath credibly heard chat afcer his Death they did borrow ſome conſiderable ſums npon 
the Credir thereof, | PE WT 

Ninthly, In the Month of December, 1692, ſoon after the ſaid Sir John's Death, 
this Deponent carried to the (aid Mrs. Ann Broxee ten pounds to buy her mom—_ 
at which time the ſaid Mrs. Brome in the preſence of the ſaid Eunice ($d theſe words 
ro this Deponent, viz. Mr. Preſton, will you ſpeak the truth? if you will, there are 
choſe that will be kind to you : to which this Daponene anſwered in Words to this 
Effet, viz, What doyou ask me ſuch a queſtion, for I am bound-to ſpeak the 
truth when I am called to it, whether any perſon be- kind to -me or not. Upon 
which the ſaid Mrs. Brome immediately went up ſtairs,: and returned again - into the 
Room to this Deponent and the ſaid Enice, and brought with her a Paper rolled up; 
and ſhewed this Deponent, as ſhe heldit in her hand, his name' written in- that part 
* thereof where Witneſſes names are uſually fer, bur ſhewed this Deponent no other 
written part of the ſaid Paper ; and the ſaid Mrs. Brome then asked this Deponent 
whether that was not his Hand > Whereunto this Deponent then anſwered, it was 
like his hand, but his hand was eaſily counterfeired, or ufed Words to that effe&. 
And this Deponent asked the ſaid Mrs. Brome what the ſaid Paper was, and telling 
ker he never witnefled any thing for her 3 bur the ſaid Mrs. Brome refuſed to tell this 
Deponent, or co let him fee what the (aid Paper was : for which reaſon this Deponent 
doth believeall the reſt of the ſaid Paper was blank paper, and that this Deponear's 
Name was counterfeired anc ſhewn unto this Deponent with intent co ſee if he would 
own the ſame to be of his Hand-writing, that ſo it might be counterfeiced and ſet as 
a Witneſs to the ſaid Bond in queſtion : for this Deponent cannot imagine the 
ſaid Mrs. Brome had any reaſon ro conceal the reſt of the ſaid Paper from this 
Deponent, it it were a Writing to which this Deponent was a Witneſs: and this 
Deponent doth remember the ſaid Exwice did at the ſame time deſire this Deponenc 
ro ask the ſaid Lady Tily what ſhe the ſaid Exvice muſt do for Maintenance or Support 
until her Legacy became due, being 2 or 3 years before her-Legacy would be payable, 
and ſaid ſhe had already pawned or ſold ſome of her Clothes ; and neither the ſaid 
Mrs. Brome nor the ſaid Eznice did then take any manner of notice to this Deponent 
chat he was a Wirneis to the ſaid Bond in queſtion, or that there was ſuch Bond ; 
whereas if the ſaid Bond was real, the ſaid Ewnice had no occalion to bid this Deponent 
ask the Lady Tit, what ſhe ſhould do for Maintenance until the Legacy became 
due, the ſaid pretended Bond being made payable at the ſaid Sir John's Death. 

Laſtly, This Deponent about a month after he was at the ſaid Mrs. Brome's houſe, 
as aſ{oreſaid, went to.the houſe of the (aid 7ohn Shelton to reckon with bim touching 
his Rent, and whilſt he was there, the ſaid Mrs. Breme came into the ſaid Sheltor's 
Houſe, and ſhewed this Deponent a Writing with the name of the ſaid Sir fob» 
Roberts arid a Seal thereto afhxed, and this Deponent's name, and to his beſt remem- 
brance no other Name as he ſaw was thereto ſet as Witneſs 3 and the ſaid Mrs. Bron e 
then asked this Deponent in the preſence of che ſaid Shelton, if that was Sir John's 
Hand and Seal > And this Deponeat ſlightly looking upon the ſame, threw the ſaid 
Writing from him, and told the ſaid Mrs. Brome tharTfiis Deponent knew that Emnice 
her Daughter had and could counterfeit che ſaid wy! tn Roberts his Hand, and could 
have had his Seal at her pleaſure, or Words to that” effect. And this Deponenr 
having between the time of his paying the ſaid ten po! 
ſaid Shelton's, been inforrned by the ſaid now Lady 
cold her that Sir Jobs Roberts had given the ſaid Eunice 
that this Deponent was a Witneſs to it, and this De 
ſo ſhewn to him ar the ſaid Shelron's ro be the ſame pr 
now remember whether the ſaid Mrs. Brome did take an\Much notice thereof. This 
Deponent did then ask the ſaid Shelton, in the faid Mrs,FBrome's preſence, whether he 
knew of any Bond that the ſaid Sir John Roberts had given'to the ſaid Mrs, Eunice, and 
he anſwered no, he knew nothing of it, or words to that effe&: And about two days after, 
this Deponent being at the ſaid Sheltor's, the ſaid Shelton ſaid to this Deponenr, he 
would give forty ſhillings to be farisfied how his the faid S%e/ron's. Name came to 
be ſer rothat Bond, meaning, as this Deponent ſuppoſeth, the aforeſaid Writing, 
which the ſaid Mrs. Brome had ſhewn to this Deponeant at his houſe ; and therefore, 
and in regard the ſaid Mrs. Brome took no notice to the (aid Shelto» at the time when 
ſhe ſhewed this Deponent the ſaid Writing od his the ſaid Shelrox's houſe, of his the 
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ſaid Shelton's being any way privy thereunto, neither did this Deponent then ſee 
or obſerve to his beſt,.remembrance, that any other Name was ſec thereto as a Witneſs 
this Deponent's ; this Deponent was ſomewhat ſurpriſed to hear the (ajd 
Shelton mention his Nameas aforeſaid to be (et as a Witneſs thereto and his Depo- 
ent doth believe, if itwas ſet as a Witneſs thereto, wlien the (ſaid Shelron took 
uch notice, as aforeſaid, to this Deponent, that ic was fo ſer after the ſaid Mrs. Browe 
had,. as atoreſaid, ſhewn the faid Writing to. this Deponent at the (aid She/tor's 
ouſe: for all which Reaſons this Deponent doth believe that he this Deponent was 
not. a Witneſs tg the ſaid Bond in queſtion, and doth believe and hath always be- 
leved.ever fince be firſt heard thereof, that the ſaid Sir oh» Roberts did not execute 
the ſaid Bond, And this Deponent hath ſeveral times declared, chat he did nor be- 
lieve the ſame was executed by the ſaid Sir ow Roberts; and this Deponent doth 

believe it to be a trick, and that it is a counterfeit Bond. 

Tothe ſeventh Interrogatory this Deponeat ſaith, that ſome time in December 
1693, to this Deponent's beſt remembrance of the time, after chere had been a ial 
at Law upon the {aid Boad, this Neponent had ſome Diſcourſe with the ſaid John ebb 
ia the preſence of one Aw» Cramp concerning the ſaid Bond, and rhe (aid Fohn webh did 
ig ſach diſcourſe acquaint this Deponent, that the ſaid Ennice told him before the ſaid 

rial that ſhe would have him to ſwear at the (aid Trial that the ſaid Bond was witne(- 
ed by him inthe Gallery, or otherwiſe the Wirneſſes would be in ewo (tories. 

To the eighth laterrogatory this Deponent ſaith , that it was ſome time after the 
ſaid Shelton old this Deponent he would give forty ſhillings ro know how his Name 
came to be ſet as a Witneſs to that Bond ; that the ſaid Shelro» rold this Deponene 
that the ſaid Sir 7ohn Roberts never went abroad without him the ſaid She/ron, and thar 
he never knew he went to any Scrivener about any Writing. 

To the tenth Interrogatory this Deponent faith, the Writing which the ſaid Mrs. 
Brome (hewed to this Deponent as aforeſaid, and which this Deponeat believes might 
be the now pretended Bond, had, as this Deponent remembers, ſome Coat of Arms 
in the Impreſſion which was to this Deponent's beſt remembrance in Wax ; but this 
Deponent doth not remember whether it was the ſame Coat of Arms which the 
ſaid Sir 70h» uſually ſealed with, by reaſon this Deponeat witha ſlight. View of the 
aid Writing, apprehended it might be Sir 7ohn's Seal, bur not ſealed by him. And 
this Deponent faith, when the ſaid Bond was produced at Mr, Brownings in order to 
be viewed by all Parties, this Deponent cid only view the Hands, and did not rake 
any Particular View of the Imprefſion of the Seal : and this Deponent believes the 

riting ſhewed this Deponent at the ſaid Sheltor's, and the ſaid Bond produced at Mr. 
Browning's, was the ſame, and the ſame Bond that was produced at the ſeveral Trials ; 
and this Deponent doth not remember he had ever any Dilcourſe with the faid Emnice 
about the ſaid Bond, but doth know that the {aid Exnice when the lived with Sir John 


' Roberts had frequent opportuniries of making uſe of his Seal if ſhe were minded foro do. 


To the 11th Interrogatory this Deponent (::ith, that about ewo or thice Months 
after this Deponent came to live with the {aid Sir Job» Roberts, this Deponent did ſee 
the ſaid Complainant Eunice counterfeit the ſaid Sir John's Hand in a Note to the [aid Mr, 
Webb, who was then Sir John's Clark, which the ſaid Exxice did only for a Jeſts ſake, 
and to make the ſaid Mt. ebb believe the (aid Sir oh» would turn him away and keep 
only this Deponent for his Clark ; and ths Nature and Circumſtances thereof were 
at, viz, The (aid Exnice came into this Deponent's Room, and asked this 
Deponent whether he had any of Sir 7ob»"s blundering Pens ; this Deponent anſwered 
he had, then the ſaid Exnice took one of them and wrote a Notre to the Effect fol- 
lowing : Webb,” get your Accounts ready, for I intend to pait with you and keep 
Preſton ;, John Roberts, Ulpoawhich this Deponent defired her to ler him ſee the ſaid 
Note which ſhe had wrote, and this Deponent looking on it did fay to her Words 
co this Effet, viz. Mrs. Exwice, if 1 had not ſcen you to write this Note, 1 ſhould have ſworn 
if I had been called to it, that Fbelieved every bit of it to be of Sir Juln's own Hand-writing, it 
is ſo very like his Hand ;, and this Deponent aoth ſay it was very exattly like the Manner and 
Charatter of the ſaid Sir John Roberts Hand-writing ; and this Depunent ſaith that if he had 
yot ſeen ber write the ſame, he (hould have really taken it fur the ſaid Sir John's own Hand-

and foon after hearing the (aid 7b (wear, ſhe went into his Cloſer and ferched out

To the 1 3th Interrogatory this Deponent faith, that he was preſent when the afore- 
ſaid Ebenezer Brome was examined before Sir Thomas Lane, one of his Majeſty's Jaſti- 
ces of the Peace for the City oft London, touching a Forgery ſuppoſed to be by him 
commitced in a Bond pretended to be enterd into by the ſaid Sir oh» Roberts to the 
Piantift Emnice, being the Bond, as this Deponent believes, in queſtion ; but this Depo- 
nent doth not now remember the time when ſuch Examination was taken. And this 
Deponent ſaith, That the ſaid Ebenezer Brome did then confeſs before the aid Sir Thr- 
mas Lave, that his Siſter the ſaid Exnice,, and his Mother the ſaid Mrs. Brome did bring 
him a Bond or a Copy of a Bond to Mr. Pomfrer's in, Goodmans-fields, about the beginning 
of the Tear 1692, and bid him:write one over by it, and imitate the Hand as near as 
he could, which he accordingly did. And this g—_— ſaith, that it was ſome time 
before the ſaid Ebenezer Brome made the (aid Confeflion, upon which Sir Thomas Lane 
told him there were two or three Perſons had ſworn chat he had cold:them he had coan- 
terfeited a Bond, and that he was troubled in mind about ir, and therefore the ſaid 
Sir Thmmas Lane told him if he would not confeſs the truth of the matter, he muſt 
commir him to Newgate, and then the ſaid Ebenezer Brown made the foreſaid Con- 
feſſion. And this Deponent doth not know that any other Threats or Menaces 
were uſed to bring the ſaid Ebenezer to a Confeſſion of the ſaid matter : and the 
ſaid Sir 7oſeph Tily, who was preſent ſome part of the ſaid time, bid the ſaid Ebenezer be 
careft;l how he expreſſed himſelf, that he mighc not enſnare himſelf, or uſed words 
ro that effect. And this Deponent ſaith, that the ſaid Ebenezer read over his Confe(- 
ſion, and the (aid Sir Thomas Lane told him, if there was any thing in it that he did 
not like, it (hould be mended 3; but the ſaid Ebenezer did notobject thereto, bur figned 
the ſame, and deſired they would not proſecute his ſaid Siſker and Mother, And the next 
Gay after the (aid Ebenezer confeſſed to this Deponent, that the Bond he had ſo writ was the 
fame Pond in queſtion that was put in Suit by the ſaid Eunice againſt the now Uefendamts, but 
ſaid he did not pur either Party or Witneſſes Names thereunto. 


?O0SEPH BROWN, of the Miadle Temple, London, Gent. aged about fifty years. 
To the 16th Interrogatory this Deponent faith, that he was preſent the 11th of March, 
1697. when Ebenezer Brome was taken by a Warrant for that purpoſe, upon ſuſpicion 
of Forgery touching the Bond in queſtion ; and the ſaid Ebenezer being then brought 
before Sir 7 howas Lane Knight, a Juſtice of the Peace for the City of London, was 
examined touching the ſame, at which this Deponent was alſo preſent : and the ſaid 
Ebenezer Brome ze firſt ſeemed ro deny that he knew any thing at all concerning 
ſuch Bond, but :frerwards the ſaid Ebenezer Brome declared and confeſſed that five or 
{ix years before iis Mother 4»» Brome brought him a Bond to copy out, and ſtood by 
him all the while he was writing the ſame at the Houſe of one Mr. Powfrer,which Bond 
he (aid, to the beſt of his knowledg, was of the penal Sum of three thouland Pounds, 
condGicione! for the payment of fifteen hundred Pounds from Sir John Roberts to Ex- 
nice Brome | + Siſter. Bur he faid that he did not fee the Hand-writing nor the Seal of 
the ſaid Sir John Roberts to the (aid Bond, nor the Witneſſes Names chereunto. for 
char ſuch part of the ſaid Bond he ſaid his Mother turned down, and hid trom his fight. 
And the ſaid Ebenezer then further (aid and declared in this Veponent's hearing, that 
he was ignorant, and knew not who did ſeal the ſaid Bond, which he ſo wrote z but 
that he believed the Bond produced at the ſeveral Trials at Law between the ſaid Eunice and 
the Lady Roberts, was the very ſame Bond that he the ſaid Ebenezer did write, as aforeſaid, 
ſaying, he had ſince ſeen the ſame, and ſaid, when heſo tranſcribed the lame he Was adout 
che Age of 17 years, and not ſenſible as he was at the time of his ſaid Examination 
what he ſo did, and, That if he had known any ill uſe would have been made of it, he would 
not have done it for all the World, And he further declared, that his Mother then di- 
reted him to imitate the ſaid Bond. which ſhe then laid before him to tranſcribe, 
both as tothe Hand and Matrez and Form thereof, which he ſaid he did as well as 
he could. | 

TOHN WATSON of Cornhil, London, Draper, aged fifty years: To the 16th 
Interrogatory this-Deponeat ſaith, That he was preſent in the Month of Adarch, 
1697, when Ebenezer Brome was examined before the ſaid Sir Thomas Lane touching 
the Forgery of the Bondin queſtion. And this Deponent faith, that the ſaid Ebenezer, 
did at the rime of his Examination declare and acknowledg,” that he had by the or- 
der of his Mother copied out a Bond from the ſaid Sir John Roberts of the Pena * 
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of three thouſand Pounds, for the payment of 15co /. to his Siſter Eunice, and 
that he could not tell whether the ſame was ſigned or ſealed, his ſaid Mother having 
turned that part down ; and that his Mother was very earneſt that he ſhould exactly 


copy it, both Words and Character 3 and that the time he wrote the ſaid Bond was 
about five or ſix years before ; and that he knew the Bond he wrote was the ſame Bond that 


was produced at the Trial at the Kings Bench 3 and that he was at the wricing of che 
ſaid B Bond about ſeventeen years of age, and did not know well what he did; but if 
he had known what he knew at the ſaid time of his Examination, he world not have 
done it for all the World. And the ſaid Ebenezer did then furcher declare, That when

?OHN WRIGHT of King-ſftreet, London, aged one and fifty years, Clerk to 
Sir Thomas Lave. To the 16th Interrogatory this Deponent ſaith, That this Deponent 
was preſent when one Ebenezer Brome was in March 1697. brought before Sir Thomas 
Lane, to be examined rpm Forgery ye to be by him committed in fram- 
ing the faid Bond ;, and this Deponent did then take down the Examination and 
Confeſſion of the ſaid Ebenezer touching the Premiſes ; and the ſaid Ebenezer did then 
confeſs and declare, that when he was about ſeventeen years of Age, Ins Mother 
Mrs. Brome brought to him at the Houſe of one Mr. Powfret in Goodmans-fields, a Bond 
with the Paper folded at the bottom, fo that he could not ſee any Name or Seal of 
the Party, or Names of any Witneſſes ſet thereto, which he ſaid was or purported 
to be a Bond from the ſaid Sir Johs Roberts to his Siſter Exnice, of the Penalty of 
three thouſand Pounds, conditioned for the Payment of 1 5 0 /. to his ſaid Siſter : And 
the ſaid Ebenezer did alſo confeſs and declare, That his taid Mother ordered him to 
write or copy over the (aid Bond, as it was ſo folded down, and charged him to 
write it out exatly and juſt as that was, both as to the Words or Contents, and 
likewiſe the manner or Character of Hand-writing 3; and that he did then as well as he 
could accordingly write or copy out the ſaid Bond is the preſence of 4s ſaid Mother, who 
ſtood over him all the while he copied it: And he farther declared, that he believed 
the Copy be ſo wrote or -made from the ſaid Bond, (o produced to him by his ſaid Mother, was 


the very ſame Bond that was produced and givenin evidence at the ſeveral Trials at Law be- 
tween the ſaid Eunice and the Lady Roberts. 


RICHARD TURNER of Lombard ſtreet, London, Scrivener, aged four and 
twenty years. To the ſecond Interrogatory this Deponent ſaith, that he did well 
know Sir John Roberts Baronet deceaſed, in the Interrogatory named and enquired 
of, for above eight years before his Death ; the ſaid Sir Jobs Koberts's firſt Wite being 
this Deponent's Mother's own Aunt, and this Deponent living with his Father near 
ro the (aid Sir oh» Roberts for fome years, was afterwards taken care of by the ſaid 
Sir John Roberts. And this Deponent faith, that he was frequently converſant with 
che ſaid Sir John Roberts, and in his Family during the tune of the Plantiff Eanice's 
living there, who was Niece to the faid Sir John, and was received and entertained 
by him to wait and attend on the faid Sir Jeb» in helping him in the Weakneſs he had 
in his Knees 3 but chis Deponent did never obſerve the faid Sir John ſhewed her any 
particular Marks of his Aﬀection or Eſteem, but on the contrary, as this Deponenc 
obſerved, he did not give her ſach Education as a Gentlewoman in reſpe&t of ſuch 
Relaticn as ſhe had to him, or agreeable to the Fortune the Complainant pretends to 
by the Bond in queſtion. And the faid Enice was never, as he obſerved, permitted 
in the Life of his former Lady, to dine at the Table with the ſaid Sir Job», bur did 
ſometimes dine with the Servants, and ſometimes at a fide Table, unril after his 
ſaid former Wife's Death, and the ſaid Sir Jobr's Marriage with the now Defendant. 
And this Deponent ſaith, that the ſaid Eznicedid behave and carry her ſelf (o unhand- 
ſomly and undecently toward the ſaid Sir 7b», and his (aid former Wife, that they 
have both of them declared and threatned in this Deponent's Preſence, to turn her 
out of doors, and both of them did very much reſent the ſaid Emnice's ill Carriage 
and undecent Behaviour towards them. And this Deponent faith, that ſomewhat 
above ſeven years after the Intermarriage of the ſaid Sir John with the now Defendant 
Dame Deborah, Mrs. 4» Breme, Mother of the ſaid Exnice, and the ſaid Complain- 
ant Ewnice, went to the Houſe of Mr. Pete», adjoining to the (aid Sir Fhn's (whoſe 
Wiſe is Siſter of the Complainant's ſaid Mother) and upon their return thence 
they found the Porch-Gate of the ſaid Sir John's Houſe ſhut, at which they knock- 


ed, and one John ebb, the (aid Sir Job's Clark, hearing ic was the {aid Complain-

ant and her Mother, did of his own accord, this Deponent being preſent; clap a Pad- 
lock upon the ſaid Porch-door, and took away the Key thereof, fo that no body elſe 
could let them in, and the ſaid webs himſelf refuſed to let them in; whereupon 
the ſaid Complainant and her ſaid Mother grew inraged, and they or one of 
them broke a great part of the lower Windows of the (aid Sir John's Houſe ; 
and the ſaid Sir ob» Roberts hearing the noiſe that was made by the ſaid Complainant 
Eunice and her ſaid Mother in breaking of his Windows, did lean upon this Depo- 
nenr, being weak in his knees, and ſo went to the Window, and looked out and 
ſpoke to the ſaid CONIHGES and her Mother, and bid them deſiſt, asking them 
= reaſon why they behaved themſelves ſorudely > whereupon rhe ſaid Complainant 
and her (aid Mother, or one of chem, did call the ſaid Sir 7+h» ſome abuſive Name, and 
cold him it was by his or his Lady's orders they were locked out of doors ; and the 
ſaid Complainant Emnice or her Mother, but as this Deponent verily believes the ſaid 
Complainant Emnice, threw a large ſtone at the ſaid Sir Fob», which broke through 
the Window, and fell into the Room, and very narrowly miſt hitting the ſaid Sir 
John on the Head, which if it had hit him, would, as this Deponent verily believes, 
have done him ſome Miſchief ; and the ſaid Sir Joh» thereupon you this Deponenc 
orders to take up the ſaid ſtone and give it to him, who kept the ſame ; and the ſaid Sir 
John thereupon immediately enquired into the matter about locking them out of doors, 
and ordered them to be ler into the Houſe, which accordingly was done : but the ſaid 
Sir 7ob was ſo very much incenſed at the rude. and exorbicant Behaviour of the (aid 
Emnice and her Mother, that he immediately ſent a Servant to Mr. Joh»ſox a Juſtice of 
the Peace, and one Mr. Freeman a Conſtable to come to his Houſe, and take the ſaid 
Ewnice and her (aid Mother into Cuſtody, who came nqntny 4 and by the order 
of the (aid Sir Job» took the ſaid Ewnice and her Mother away from the Houſe of the 
faid Sir John, who would not afterward permit or ſuffer them ro come within his 
Doors, they having ſo very highly offended, as aforeſaid. And this Deponene faith, 
that he had for three or four months before the (aid matter happened, been art the aid 
Sir Johw's Houſe, and had heen indiſpoſed with a Rheumatiſm, but was then lately 
recovered thereof, and by that means became acquainted with the TranſaRions a- 
foreſaid, and doth verily believe the faid ebb locked them out as aforeſaid, of his 
own accord, without any order or direQion form the ſaid Sir oh» or his Lady, and 
believes it was done upon ſome prejudice the ſaid ebb had conceived againſt the 
Complainant, and her (aid Mother. 

To the 4th Interrogatory this IDeponent ſaith, that the ſaid Sir Job» Roberts, after 
he had put our this Deponent to a Boarding School, to learn Writing, Arith- 
metick and Latin, in order to accompliſh this Deponenr, and to make him fit for 
ſome Imployment, which the ſaid Sir 7ob» intended ro place this Deponent to, 
did in the time of his Widowhood put this Deponent Apprentice to one Mr. 
Stevens a Linen Draper, and gave with this Deponent the Sum of 1107. And 
this Deponent ſaith, That upon occaſion of his being ſo put Apprentice, the ſaid 
Mrs. Brome, Mother of the Complainant, did inform this Deponent, that the ſaid 
Mr. Stevens did infiſt upon ſome Bond for this Deponent's Fideliry during his Appren- 
ticeſhip, and ſaid ſhe would be this Deponent's Security, for that ſhe told this Depo- 
nent that the ſaid Sir John had made a reſolution never to enter into any Bond upon any occaſion, 
in regard he had enter'd into a Bond to My, Peyton, who married her Siſter, for payment of 
2500 |, after his the ſaid Sir John's Death, and afrerward found the ſaid Mr. Peyton behay- 
ed himſelf diſreſpe&fully ; and further told this Deponent, that the ſaid Sir 7obn, ſince 
his entring into the ſaid Bond to Mr. Peyton, had ſeveral times refuſed, upon application 
made to him for that purpoſe, to enter into Bond of the like nature, he perſiſting, as 
ſhe aid, in his ſaid Reſolution, grounded upon the Reaſons aforeſaid, and that he had 
declared, as ſhe (aid, rhat if it were for his own Son, he would not enter into any Bond, And 
this Deponent ſaich, That the ſaid Sir fob» did not become bound for this Deponent, 
but the ſaid Mrs. Brome became ſo bound 3 and the ſaid Mrs. Brome, as this Deponent 
verily believes, had only a Note under the ſaid Sir fobr's Hand, to indemnify her for 
ſo doing. But this Deponent knew nothing thereof, until after he came from the 
ſaid Mr. Stevens, occalioned by this Deponent's being indiſpos'd, as aforeſaid z and 
thereupon this Deponenc went to the ſaid Sir 7ohn's Houſe at Bromley, where this 
Deponent continued about ſeven months, in which time this Deponent happening to 
ſee, in a haſp of Sir 7oh»'s Study-Door, a Paper-writing, which, by ſome part there- 
of that appeared outwardly, this Deponent ſaw it to be the ſaid Mrs. Zrome's Hand- 
writing, and his Name mentioned. This Deponent thereupon took che ſame, and 
read it, and thereby found it was a Note from the ſaid Sir 7ohr, to indemnify her 
ypon account of her being bound, as aforeſaid, for this Deponent; and to the beſt of 
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this Deponent's knowledg, remembrance and belief, the ſame was only fiqned by the (aid 
Sir John Roberts, and not ſealed, And this Deponent further ſaich, that he doth ve- 
rily believe the ſaid Sir Fob» Roberts did make (uch_ Reſolution, as aforeſaid, not to 
enter into any Bond, and that he did punQtually obſerve ſuch Reſolution, which was

the time to come, ſecure a due and becoming Reſpect to himſelf, by vor entring into any 
Bond to bis Relations, or uſed words to that effect. And this Deponenr is alſo induced 
to believe the (aid Sir oh» did make and obſerve ſuch Reſolution, for that upon this 
Deponent's being tof be put out again Apprentice to Mr. #ithers a Scrivener, he told 
this Deponent he mpg Security for this Deponent's Fidelity z and chereupon this 
Deponear celling the ſaid #irhers that the (aid Sir ohm, for the Reaſons aforeſaid, would 
not become bound, the ſaid #ithers afterwards told this Deponenr, that he had en- 

aired of the (aid Sir 7ohn touching the ſame; who had told him he wonld not become bonnd 
for the reaſons aforeſaid, And this Deponent never heard of any one Inſtance, where- 
by the (aid Sir 70h did ever break his (aid Reſolution, except in the pretended Bond 
ol gueſions which this Deponent doth not. believe was ever ſigned or ſealed by the 

aid Sir 7ohn, 

To the 7th Interrogatory this Deponeat ſaith, That ſome ſhort time after the Com- 
plainant Enice ſuffered a Nonſuit upon the Bond in queſtion, this Deponent asked the 
ſaid 7h» Webb (one of the pretended Witnefles to the ſaid Bond) what he the ſaid ebb 
thought of the ſaid Bond > Whereupon he the ſaid Webb made anſwer to this Deponent, 
That he believ'd it was one of Mrs, Brome's damn'd Tricks, and that it was made under a Heag, 
or uſed Words to that effe&t ; from whence this Deponent conjectured, that the 
ſaid John Webb, tho his Name was ſetas a Witnels to the ſaid Bond, yer looked upon 
it to be a Forgery, and not a real Bond, 

To the 8:h Interrogatory this Deponent ſaith, that this Deponent did hear Mr. 
7ohn Shelton, whoſe Name is allo ſet as a Witneſs to the Bond 1n queſtion, give Evi- 
dence at one of the Trials at Law touching the Bond in queſtion, that he the ſaid John 
Shelton was never a Witneſs to any Writing of the ſaid Sir John Roberts's but one, that he 
remembred, which was ſigned by Sir John in the long Gallery ;, but that he the ſaid John Shel- 
ton did not know the Contents of ſuch Writing: and that this Deponenrt was pre- 
ſent at the ſaid Trial, and took particular notice of the ſaid Evidence. 

To the 11th Interrogatory this Deponent faith, that he doth remember that ar 
the time he was at the ſaid Sir 7ob»'s Houſe, the ſaid Complainant Emnice did tell this 
Deponent, that ſhe could imitate any Hand-writing that was laid befere her ; and this Depo- 
nent hath been credibly informed by one Mr. Preſton, that the ſaid Complainant did 
writea Note, and Sir 7oh»'s Name thereto, directed to the faid ebb, who thoughr 
it had been Sir 7ohn's Hand, and that the ſaid Emnice got the faid Note back again 
from the ſaid ebb, and told the ſaid Preffon ſhe would have him ſay nothing ot it, 
leſt Sir 70h» ſhould be jealous that ſhe would counterfeit his Hand, and ſet up Deeds 
to his Eſtate 3 and the ſaid Preſton told this Deponenr, thar it he had not known to 


the contrary, he ſhould have taken it to have beea Sir {obn's Hand: writing, it was (o 
very much like it.

Tothe 34 Interrogatory this Deponent faith, He was 
a Truſtee in the Settlement which Sir Job» Roberts, in the Interrogatory named, made 
of his Eſtate about (even years {ince, tohis beſt remembrance of the time; and the 
ſaid Sir John Roberts had diſcourſed with this Deponent oftentimes about the ſaid Ser- 
tlement, and particularly pwhen he made his Will, wherein he the ſaid Sir John 
directed only the Sum of one hundred Pounds to be given to the Complainant Exnice, 
which this Deponent preſſed the ſaid Sir Job» to make more, who antwered this De- 
ponent to the Effect following, VIZ, What, ſhould [ gi ve her money to knock my Brains out ? 
and then gave this Deponent a Relation how ſhe had flung a ſtone into the Window 
at him, which narrowly miſt hitting of him. Ac length with much ado this Depc- 
nent prevailed with him to give her a Legacy of zoo /. And this Deponent ſaith, he

To the 16th Interrogatory this Devonent ſaith, That he was preſent in the Month of 
March, 1697, when one Ebenezer Brome was examined before Sir Thomas Lane 
rouching a Forgery ſuppoſed to be by him commirted in framing or making a Bond 
pretended to be entered into by Sir John Roberts Baronet deceaſed, to the Plaintiff 
Enmnice Siſter of the (aid Ebenezer, And this Deponent doth very well remember, 
that the ſaid Ebenezer did at the time of his ſaid Examination, declare and confeſs, that 
his Mother did bring to him a Bond, purporting to be from Sir fohn Roberts, of the Pe- 


nalty of 3000 /, tor the Paymeat of 1 500 /. to his ſaid Siſter, for him the ſaid Ebenezer . 
ro copy out; and that his ſaid Mother ordered him that he ſhould take care to do it 


exactly, as well the likeneſs of the Hand, as the Words 3 and that he did accor- 
dingly copy out the ſame. And this Deponent faith, that the ſaid Ebenezer being 
thereupon asked whether the ſaid Bond from which he wrote the ſaid Copy was 
ſealed or not, the (aid Ebenezer declared he could not tell, for that he ſaid his Mother

words to thar effect. And this Deponent farther faith, that he was in Company 
with Sir 7oſeph Tih a little while beſore the ſaid Ebenezer was carried before the ſaid 
Sir Thomas Lane, when the ſaid Sir 7oſeph asked the (aid Ebenezer what he knew touch- 
ing the ſaid Bond, and rold him he had a Warrant to carry him before a Juſtice of 
Peace 3 but the ſaid Ebevezer then utterly denied that he knew any thing at all 
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concerning the (aid Bond, and perſiſted in it, until he came before the ſaid Sir 7homas

Sir THOMAS LANE, Knight and Alderman of the Ciry of London, aged 
about ſeven and forty Years. Tothe 16th Interrogatory this Deponent ſaith, That 
he was in the Months of February and March, 1697. one of his Majeſty's Juſtices 
of Peace for the City of London, and faich that in the ſaid Month of March, 1697. 
one Ebenezer Brome was brought before this Deponent ro be examined touching a 
Forgery ſuppoſed to be by him committed, in making of a Bond pretended to beenter- 
ed into by Sir fohn Roberts to Eunice the Siſter of the ſaid Ebevezer , and the ſaid Ebenezer 
did, upon ſuch Examination, confeſs and ſay, that his Mother A» Brome gave him a 
Bond to copy out, and ſtood by him whilſt he writ the ſame, charging him to copy ir 
out as like the Original as he could, and that he did copy the ſame accordingly ; 
and he declared that to the beſt of his knowledg it was of the penalty of 3000 /. for 
the Payment of 1500/7. from the (aid Sir Joh» to the (aid Emnicez that the Hand 
and Seal was turned down that he might not ſee itz that he believed the Bond he / 
Copied and wrote out, was the Bond which bad been produced at the ſeveral Trials between the 
ſaid Eunice and the ſaid Lady Roberts 3 and that he did write ont the [aid Bond at the requeſt 


both of his Mother and Siſter Eunice about ſix Tears before at the Honſe of one Mr, Pomitrect 
in Goodmans fields. 


EDWARD O AK LEY, of Salisbury. ſtreet in the Strand in the County of Mid- 
aleſex, Taylor, aged one and thirty Years To the 34 Interrogatory this Deponenc 
faith, that he did know Sir John Roberts, and for about a Year and half before his 
Death he this Deponent was his Servant and waited on him: and the ſaid Exmnice did 
live in the ſaid Sir John's Family during the time this Deponent was Servant until 
the Quarrel hereafter mentioned hapned 3 and the ſaid Complainanr Exnice whilſt ſhe 
lived there, did wait upon the faid Sir John, and help'd to dreſs him as one of the 
ſaid Sir John's Servants, only ſhe did not receive Wages, as this Deponent under- 
ſtood, and uſed to fit at table with the ſaid Sir Johrand his laſt Lady the Defendanr, 
but this Deponent never perceived the ſaid Sir John ro ſhew her any particular marks 
of his Eſteem, nor did the (aid Sir Fob» otherwiſe reſpe& her than the other Servants 
in the Family : And faith, that about ſeven or eight Years ſince, the ſaid Exnice (it- 
ting in the Porch of Sir 70hn's dwelling Houſe, the Doors being open, this Deponear's 
Wite who was Cook-maid there, complained that the Wind blew cold, and there- 
fore ſhut the ſaid Door, which was ſet open again by the ſaid Ewnice, This Depo- 
nents Wife did ſeveral times ſhut the ſaid Door, which was till ſer open again by 
the ſaid Eznice, as this Deponent believes, till at laſt Fohu ebb, who uſed to taſten 
the Doors at night, went and ſhut it ; but preſently after ic being again opened, the 
ſaid Webb appeared to be ina paſſion, and not finding the Key of the Door, and appre- 
hending that Mrs. Brome the ſaid Ewnice's Mother bad got the (aid Key, the ſaid +66 
ſaid they are got to their old trade, and went immediately to the ſaid Door and put 
an Iron Bar croſs the Door on the Staple, and put ona Pad-lock and locked it, thar 
ic could not be unlocked without the Pad-lock Key.

ANN OAKLEY, aged about three and thirty years, Wife of the ſaid Edward 
Oakley, To the 24 Interrogatory this Deponent faith, that ſhe did know Sir Joh» Ro- 
berts, and was a Servant in his Family fora Year and half before his Death, and the 
ſaid Ewnice for part of the ſaid time lived with the (aid Sir hn,” and waited on him, 
until the day he cauſed her to be turned out of doors, which was occaſioned as fol- 
loweth, viz. Abouthalf a Year before Sir 7obn's Death or thereabout, Mrs. Brome 
Mother ot the ſaid Ewxice 3 went out after Dinner and did not return till night time ; 
and this Deponent fincing the Wind to blow cold at the door, complained thereof 
ro fohn Webb, and went and put the door cloſe, but the ſame was opened again by 
ſaid Ewnice that fat in the Porch 3 whereupon the ſaid ebb enquired for the Key, and 
this Deponeat telling him ſhe knew nothing of it, he ſaid, they had taken the Key, 
and chat *ewas their old trick 3 and thereupon being, as appeared to this Deponent, 
ſomewhat in drink, he took the Padlock and ſhut the door, and faſtned the Padlock

the found in the Yard broke the lower Windows as far as ſhe could reach, and the 
ſaid Exnice threw ſtones at the upper Windows, and the ſaid Sir Joh» thereupon went 
tothe Window of his Chamber, and ſpoke to them to be quier, but they called him 
and his Lady a great many abuſive Names, and the ſaid Eunice threw ſtones at him, 
and as this Deponent believes narrowly miſt hitting of him; for this Deponent heard 
him ſay to her, What will you knock my Brains out? or words to that effe&t : and 
thereupon a Juſtice of the Peace and Conſtable were ſent for, and the ſaid Emnice 
and her Mother were examined, and the ſaid Juſtice gave the ſaid Conſtable Di- 
reRions to carry them both away, which the ſaid Conſtable did, and, as this De 
nent hath credibly heard, did not ſuffer them to ſtay that night in the Pariſh where 
Sir ?ohn then lived, in regard the ſaid Complainant and her Mother did both threaten 
co fire the ſaid Sir 7ohn's Houſe, 3 and the faid Sir fob» was ſo much incenſed againſt 
the aid Exnice and her Mother, that hewould not afterwards ſuffer them to come 
within his doors. And this Deponent further ſaich, That a little before, on occaſion 
of ſomedifference which happened between this Deponent and the ſaid Complain» 
ant Ewvice, ſhe this Deponent complaining thereof to che (aid Sir ?ohn, and that this 
Deponent would not ſtay any longer in his Service, he bid this Deponene go down 
about her buſineſs, ſaying, Hang *em, 7 will turn 'em all out of doors 5 meaning, as this 
Deponent believes, the ſaid Ewnice and her Mother and Siſters : and the ſaid Sir 7obn 
then applied himſelt to his Lady in theſe words, viz. wife, 1 always told you of it,

To the 7th Interrogatory this Dep3nent faich, That ſhortly after the Death of the 
ſaid Sir Job» Reberts, this Deponenr hearing of the Bond in queſtion, and that the ſaid 
Webb was a Witneſs to it, this Deponent did ſeveral times ask the ſaid ebb what he 
knew of the (aid Bond? To which the ſaid #ebb always made this Deponent an- 
{wer in words to this or the like effe&, viz. I know nothing of it, 1 believe it was made 
under a Hedg, and is one of Mrs. Brome's Deviliſh Tricks, 

To the 1 11:h Interrogatory this Deponent faich, That this Deponent ſeeing the ſaid 
Eunice in the Kitchin at the faid Sir Jobr's,, writing a Hand which appeared to be an 


unuſual ſort of Hand-writing, this Deponent nd her what it was ſhe wrote 2 She 
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ſaid, it was a Hand that no body could read buther ſelf and the Perſon it was to be 
ſent to : and ſhe then further told this Deponent, that ſhe could write twenty ſorts 
of hands, ad could imitate any Perſon's Hand that was laid before her. And this Depo- 
nent hath formerly heard by one Mr. Prefor, that the faid Emnice did counterfeit 
the ſaid Sir 7ohn Roberts's Hand in a Note ſhe wrote to the ſaid ebb, 


ANN TRAPP, aged about forty years, Wife of oh» Trapp of King ſtreet in 
Upper Moor fields, To the 12th Interrogatory this Deponent faith, That ſhe doth 
know Ebenezer Brome, Brother to the Complainant Eznice, And this Deponeat ſaith, 
that between four and five years fince, in the Life-time of this Deponent's former 
Husband, Thomas Wilſon Chirurgion, who undertook the cure of Lunatick Perſons, 
and adminiſtred Phyfick in other Diſtempers, one Mrs. Brome, the Mother ot the ſaid 
Ebenezer, did come with the ſaid Ebenezer to this Deponent's ſaid Husband Wilſon's = 
Houſe in Ayloff-freet in Goodmans fields, in the Pariſh of whitechappel, in the County 
of Middleſex, and enquired for this Deponent's ſaid Husband Mr. wilſon, whom, 
when the ſaid Mrs. Brome ſaw, ſhe in this Deponent's preſence did acquaint the 
ſaid Mr. #!ſon, that ſhe underſtood he cured Lunatick Perſons, and ſaid, ſhe had 
brought her Son, who was not well, along with her, and ſhe defired the 1aid Mr. 
Wilſon forthwith to give him a Doſe of Phy{ick. Whereupon the ſaid Mr. 77ilſor at 
firſt apprehending by the ſaid Mrs. Brome's diſcourſe, that her Son the ſaid Ebene- 
zer Was a Lunatick, made anſwer to the ſaid Mrs. Brome, in this Deponent's preſence, 
that it was his uſual way to make a certain Agreement for the Cure in all ſuch caſes 
before-hand, and to have half the Money paid down in- hand, and the other halt 
when the Cure was performed. * But nevertheleſs the ſaid Mrs. Brome did continue 
to preſs the ſaid Mr. ///on to give her ſaid Son a Doſe of Phylick forthwith, telling 
the ſaid Mr. Wilſon, that as ſoon as her ſaid Son had taken it, ſhe would diſcourle 
with him about the other bufineſs of the Agreement, Whereupon, after many 
Importunities tor that purpoſe, this Deponent's ſaid Husband did give the ſaid £ bene- 
zer a Dole of Phyſick, which he took in this Deponent's preſence. And then the 
ſaid Mr. Wilſon asked the ſaid Mrs. Brome (ſeveral Queſtions, How her ſaid Son's Di- 
ſtemper came? particularly, Whether it was occaſioned by Love, or whether by 
any Fright or Fear, or whether by any Blow, telling her at the ſame time, that it 
it happened by a Blow in the Head, it was in vain for him ro undertake the Cure, 
and therefore told her he muſt know how it came, that he might conſider what was 
proper todo, and what agreement to make, or to that or the like effect.

Sir, if 
you pleaſe, I will tell you the truth how it came, for my Mother won't tell you the truth, And 
the ſaid Mr. wilſon then f{ignifying that he ſhould give an account, the faid Ebenezer 
chereupon immediately ſaid theſe or the like words in this Deponent's preſence, viz. 
My Mother made me to forge a Bond againſt Sir John Roberts's Lady, and that # it which 
troubles me. Whereupon the ſaid Mr. 4il/oz asked the ſaid Ebenezer, what was the 
ſaid Bond for. To which the ſaid Ebenezer anſwered, for ſo many hundred Pounds, 
(naming at the (ame time the certain Sum) and it was ſeveral hundred Pounds ;, but this 
Deponeat doth not now remember the certain Sum. Upon which the ſaid Mr. 2/41- 
ſon (aid theſe or the like words, viz. Was it for ſo many hundred Pounds, it was a very 
wicked thing, And immediately thereupon, the faid Ebenezer moved in a very (witt 
manner to the Window, and in a Paſſion or earneſtneſs knocked his Elbows upon 
the Window Boards, and covered his Face with, or reſted it upon the Palms of his 
Hands, and wept very much, ana ſhewed himſelf very much troubled upon account of what, as 
he ſaid, he had as aforeſaid done relating to the ſaid Bond. And thereupon the ſaid Mr. 
wilſon ſpoke to the ſaid Mrs. Brome (who was preſent all the time aforeſaid) theſe or the 
like words : Madam, this is a tery wicked thing you have dine, to force your Son to forge 
ſuch a Bona; 1 am aſhamed of you. Whereto the ſaid Mrs. Brome at firſt made ſome 
{light Anſwer: bur the ſaid Mr. /ſen exclaimed againſt her, and t0/d her ſhe had done 
very wickedly, and ſaid to this Deponent, he thought he had never heard of a more 
wicked thing in his Life done by a Mother ro a Son. After which the ſaid Mrs. Brome 
deſired the ſaid Mr. #//on to let her Son ſtay with him a Week. To which the ſaid 
wilſon anſwered, that neither of them ſhould ſtay under his Roof, and if ſhe would 
not be gone with her Son, he the faid Mr. io» would call his Man, and turn then 
out, telling her, that it he had his Phylick again out of her Son's Belly, ſhe ſhould 
have.none of him, for her Son was no Lunatich, only troubled in mind pun the account a- 
foreſaid; and ſeeing he had told him his Griefs aforeſaid, he wonld do 'well enough, or uſed

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m_ to that effe&, and deſired her to pay him for his Phyſick, and be gone. 
hereupon the ſaid Mrs. Brome again importuned him to let her Son ſtay there a 
Week, and (aid ſhe brought him for that purpoſe, and could not then pay him for 
his Phyſick, bur told him where ſhe lodged, and if he called upon her would pay 
him, or to thateffe& ; bur the ſaid Mr. 77/o» would not permit her So 


n to ſta 
with him, but bid them both be gone out of his Houſe. And this Deponent -- 


deavouring to pacify her ſaid Husband, he till continued his Reſolution to have no- 
thing to do with the ſaid Mrs. Breme or her Son, ſaying, it was very fit that the 
Perſons concerned ſhould be made acquainted with the faid Forgery ; or uſed words 
to that effect. And thereupon the ſaid Mrs. Brome and her Son went away from the 
ſaid Mr. ſon's Houſe, and the ſaid Ebenezer ſeemed ro be much concerned and 
troubled upon account of the ſaid Bond : and the ſaid Mrs. Brome did remain filent 
when the {aid Ebenezer gave an account, as aforeſaid, of his having forged the ſaid 
Bond ; and the ſaid Mrs. Brome did not deny the ſame, but ſhewed her ſelf co be under 
_ ſort ot ſurprize or concern in relation to what the ſaid Ebenezer had fo 
aid, 

To the 1 3th and 16th Interrogatorys this Deponent ſaith, that ſhe was in or about 
the Monch of February and March, 1697. preſent when the ſaid Ebenezer Brome was 
carried betore Sir Thomas Lane, to be examined touching a Forgery ſuppoſed to be 
by him commitred in framing and making a Bond prerended to be entred into by 
Sir Joh» Roberts to the Plantift Exnice; and this Deponent was at the ſaid Sir Thomas 
Laxe's, whilſt the ſaid Ebenezer was under Examination, but was not preſent in the 
Room, but was credibly informed the ſaid Ebenezer had confeſſed his making a Bond 
from the ſaid Sir John Koberts to the (aid Exnice for ſeveral hundred Pounds. And 
this Deponent doth believe the Bond he fo confeſſed was the ſame Bond the faid Eber- 
ezer, as atoreſaid, owned to this Deponent's Husband he had forged againſt Sir 
7ohn Roberts's Lady. And this Deponent faith, ſhe knows of no undue means or 
Threats chat Were uſed to extort the Confeſſion of the ſaid Ebenezer made before 
Sir Thomas Lave, And this Deponent ſaith, ſhe ſaw the (aid Ebenezer in Pater-noſter 
Row, a little before he was examined, and the faid Ebenezer did confeſs to this Depo- 
nent and the perſons then preſent, that his Mother had carried him to a Door's Houſe 


in Goodmens-fields, but ſaid he did not know the DoGtor, and pretended he did not 
remember whar he had faid to him. 


ANN BLAND, aged about 34 Years, Wife of william Bland, of Katherine- 
heel Ally, in White Chappel, Coftee-Man. To the 7th Interrogatory this Deponent 
{aich, That a liccle before the 1 Trial at Law, touching the Bond in queſtion, this 
lDeponent was then a Servant to the ſaid Lady Roberts, did ſay to Fohn Webb, whoſe 
Name this Deponent then underſtood was fer as one of the Witnefles to the Bond, 
theſe Ws: viz, What, Mr. Webb, your Name is ſet as a Witneſs to this Bond, 
meaning the Bond in queſtion : Whereto the ſaid Mr. ebb anſwered, 24» Name ſet as a 


Witneſs ? why 1 know nothing of it, it was maae by Mrs, Brome under a Headg, and it looks 
{ihe one of her tricks, 


WILLIAM SALMON, of Black-Friers, London, Phyſician, aged 55 Years. 
To the 14th Interrogatory faith, that about 4 Years fince, he was with others in 
Company with Rover: Foot, late of Bazing-hall-ftreet, Blackwell-Hall FaQtor, in the 
Interrogatory inquired of, at a Tavern ar Charing-Croſs, where ſome diſcourſe ariſing 
concerning Mrs. Browe, the Mother of the ſaid Complainant Exnice, the ſaid Mr. Foot, 
who was intimately acquainted with the ſaid Mrs. Brome, declared ſhe was a notable 
Woman, and that every one did not know her. Then this Deponent took occaſion 
to mention the Bond in queſtion, which this Deponent doth believe to be a coun- 
rerteit or forged Bond, and did then fo declare his Opinion thereof, The ſaid Rober: 
Foot upon that occaſion then declared, that he believed the Mony would be recovered, 
and then ſaid in a laughing manner, that he had heard the ſaid Mrs. Brome ſay, that ſhe 
wiſhed that ſhe had made, or was ſorry, or it had repented her, that when her Hand was in, ſhe 
did not make the ſaid Bond for paymens of 3000 |. inſtead of 1500 I, And this Deponent 
thereupon anſwered, that when her Hand was in ſhe might as well have made it tor 
6000'l, and this Deponent did, and till doth believe it to be a counterfeit or forged 
Bond; and this Deponent then, and till doth believe, that the ſaid Mr. Foot, by 
the manner of expreſſing himſelf, likewiſe chought it to be a counterfeic Bond, 
and faith, that after Sir 7oh» Roberts's Death, and before this Deponenc underſtood the 
Bond was pur in Suit, the ſaid Mrs. Browe did ask of this Deponent and his Wife, 
who was Grand-Niece to the ſaid Sir Joh» Roberts, if they had not ſome of Sir 7ob»'s 
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Letters with his Name thereunto ſubſcribed, ſhe the (aid Mrs. Brome ſignifying her 
Deſire to borrow the ſame 3 but this Deponent, and, as he believes, his Wite having 
ſome Suſpicion of the ſaid Mrs. Brome's deligning to make ſome ill uſe thereof, 
did for that reaſon decline giving her a ſatisfafory Anſwer in the Matter. 


T0HN BATHOE, of White-Chappel in the County of Miadteſex, Shoo-maker, 
aged 52 Years. To the 12th Interrogatory this Deponent ſaith, That he doth 
know Ebenezer Brome, Brother to the Complainant Exnice, And this Deponeat ſaith, 
That between 4 and 5 Years {ince, this Deponent did fee in the Parlour of Doctor 
wilſon's dwelling Houſe in 4/off-freet in white-Chappel, a Woman and a young 
Man, neither of whom this Deponent then knew ; but afterward this Deponent un- 
derſtood they were the ſaid Ebenezer and his Mother Mrs. Bromez and this Deponent 
then underſtood the (aid Ebexezer was brought thither as a Junatick Perſon by his 
ſaid Mother, in orcer for the ſaid DoCtor {or to undertake the Cure of him ; 
and this Deponent did obſerve the ſaid Ebenezer as he ſtood at the Window of the 
ſaid Parlour, who ſeemed to look ſomewhat wildly about his Eyes. And this De- 
ponent apprehended him to be a diſtrated Perſon by ſuch his Looks, bur rather 
judged it a melancholy than raving Madneſs; and this Deponent perceiving the 
ſaid Loor #1ſon was then diſcourſing concerning the ſame, went into the Kitchin, 
and there this Deponent ſtaid till he heard the faid Doctor wile» expreſs himſelf 
ſomewhat paſſionately, when this Deponent immediately returned, and found the 
aid Mrs. Brome and her Son going down the ſteps our of the ſaid Parlour ; and 
then the ſaid Door #://on told this Deponent, that the ſaid Woman, meaning the 
ſaid Mrs. Brome, had brought the ſaid Ebenezer her Son to him as a Ciſtracted Perſon, 
and had prevailed with him to give her ſaid Son ſome Phylick ; but that aiter he had (0 
done, upon his enquiring of her into the cauſe of his Diſtemper, ſhe ſeemed un- 
willing togive him any Account thereof, and thereupon he enquired of the ſaid Eben- 
ezer, perceiving him to be ſomewhat melancholy, to ſee what Account he would give. 
Whereupon the ſaid Doctor ſaid, -che ſaid Mrs. Brome ſhewed an Averſion to the 
ſaid Ebenezer'*s giving any Account thereof, and ſeemed ro ſnub the ſaid Ebenezer, 
that he ſhould not tell; but the ſaid Ebenezer declared he ſhould not be well if he did © 
not relate the ſame, and that thereupon the ſaid Ebenezer had betore his ſaid Mother 
declared to him the ſaid Doftor Wilſon, that his ſaia Mother had perſwaded him the ſaid 
Ebenezer to forge a Bond againſt the Lady Roberts, Widow of one Sir John Roberts, 
for a great Sum of Mony, which was the Occaſion of his Melancholy : And the ſaid Doctor 
then named either 1100 /. or 1500/ to be the Sum which the ſaid Ebenezer confefled 
the ſaid Bond was forged for, but which of the ſaid two Sums the Door mentioned, 
this Deponent remembers not. And the ſaid Do&tor then tarther told this Deponenr, 
that he did not know, but ſuch an Account that the ſaid Ebenezer confeſled he had 
done, might be the ruin-of ſome Family, and that therefore the ſaid Door turned 
him out of his Houſe 3 and whilſt the ſaid Door was acquainting this Deponent to 
the purpoſe aforeſaid, the ſaid Mrs. Brome, with the faid Ebenezer, paſſed along the 
ſaid Doctor's Yard, and went away without turning back, and gainſaying or centradifting 
what the ſaid Doftor ſo acquainted this Depoent with, altho, as this Deponent believes, they both 
heard the ſame. And this Deponent doth remember, that one Mr. Pickin” was at the 
ſaid Doftor's Houſe when the ſaid Mrs. Brome and Ebenezer were there, as aforeſaid, 
42nd believes the (aid Mrs. Brome and her Son were ſtrangers to the ſaid DoRor,and that 
the Door didnot know the Perſons againſt whom the ſaid Bond was forged, for 
that this Deponeat ſometime afterward heard the ſaid DoCtor fay,that as he accidental- 
ly gavea Relation of the Matter aforeſaid ar a Patient's of his in Perricoar-Lane, he was 
oe emgd by ſome Perſons then preſent, that tfey knew the Perſons concerned in the 
ſaid Matter, or wererelated to ſome Perſons as knew them. 

To the 13 and 16 Interrogatorys this Deponeat faith, That he doth know that in 
February or March, 1697. the ſaid Ebenezer was Carried before Sir Thomas Lane to 
be examined touching a Forgery by him committed in making a Bond pretended to 
be entered into by Sir Joh» Roberts, being as this Deponent believes the Bond in 
queltion ; and this Deponent was preſeat when the ſaid Ebenezer, Sir 7oſeph Ti'y, and 
the (aid ESerezer's Maſter, were together with other Perſons a little before the (aid 
Ebenezer went to be examined ; and the ſaid Sir 7o/epb Tih, and the ſaid Eberezer's 
Maſter asked the ſaid Ebenezer ſeveral Queſtions concerning the faid Bond, and rold 
him of the latormation they had concerning the ſame; bur the ſaid Ebenezer then 
ſeemed to give little or no Anſwer thereto. Whereupon he was carried before the 
ſaid Sir Thomas Lane. And this Deponent ſaith, he doth not know of any threats 
or undue means that were uſed to extort any Confeſhon from the ſaid Ebenezer.

and hearing of the ſaid Mrs. Erome and the faid Ebenezer, ſpake to this Deponent, 
whom he uſed to call Landlord, to this efte& and purpoſe, viz. Landlord, here 5s 4 
Woman hath brought her Son to me to be cured as ſhe pretended of a Diſtrattion or Lunacy, but I 
find it is a matter of - Conſcience that troubles him, and that he is no more a Lunatic than 
or | am, for I have examined the matter, and the young Man hath confeſſed to me the Cauſe 
of his Trouble, and hath cried very much, for that his Mother who fits there, hath made or 
cauſed hin t) forge a Bond for a great ſum of Money from a Gentleman that lived near Bow 3 
and the ſaid Dr. {ſon did then name the ſaid Gentleman's Name, and to this Depo- 
nent's beſt remembrance and belief it was Sir Zohn Roberts z and the ſaid Dr. (aid he did 
not know the Gentleman not the Perſons concerned in the ſaid Bond, but ſaid ir 
was very fit it ſhould be known, and deſired this Deponent to take particular Notice of the 
Matter, and to remember the Perſon of the ſaid Ebenezer when this Deponent ſhould

Tothe 19 Interrogatory this Deponent faith, that he became a 
Servant to Sir John Roberts about the Year 84, and from that time until his Death, 
this Deponent continued a Servant to the ſaid Sir 7obn, and in all that time this Depo- 
nent was privy to and acquainted with all his the ſaid Sir John Roberrs's public and moſt 
of his private Aﬀairs and Concerns, both within Doors and without, this Deponent 
being entruſted and employed by the ſaid Sir 7obs in the tranſaQing and managing 
thereof; and after the ſaid Sir Johvs Death, this Deponent continued a Servant to the 
Defendant Dame Deborah about the ſpace of 12 Months. Andthis Deponent faith, 
that the firſt rime he ever ſaw the Bond in queſtion, now produced and ſhewed to 
him to bear date 2 3d Ofeber 1690,purporting a Bond of the Penalty of three thoufand 
Pounds conditioned for the payment of fifteen hundred Pounds to the Complainent

Pray 
what was that Bond I ſet my Name as witneſs to ? I did not read it 3 to which the 
{aid Preſton an{wered to this effe&, viz. It was a Bond for the payment of 1500 /, 
to Mrs. Ewnice, which Sir Johnhad given Mrs. Exnice for her Porcion 5 and this De- 
ponent ſaith, he hath viewed his Name which now appears to be ſet asa Witneſs 
tothe faid produced Bond, and the ſame is very like the Manner and Character of 
this Deponent's hand writing, and is this Deponent's own hand writing if it be the 
ſame Paper, Writing, or Bond which the ſaid Preſton as aforeſaid brought to this

viz, What, my Name ſet thereto as a Witneſs ! I know nothing thereof : which an- 
(wer this Deponent made becauſe Mrs. Zrowe (aid ſhe had a Bond, as if ſhe was 
then obliged, for ſo he underſtood it s and this Deponent not having any mention 
made otherwiſe chan by Preſton of the ſaid Bond to Mrs. Emnice, did not think fit to 
make any mention thereof to the ſaid Mrs. Browe, with whom this Deponent never 
1d any diſcourſe touching the ſame and that aſter the ſaid Mrs. Brome had produ- 
ced the (aid Bond in queſtion at Mr. #rownings as aforeſaid, and before the firſt Trial, 
this Deponent at the requeſt of the Complainant Eznice went with her to one Mr. 
"Daves a Counſellor near the Temple, and the faid Mr. Daves enquired of this De- 
ponent what he knew touching the ſaid Bond, whereupon this Deponent gave him 
an Account to the eftect and purpoſe above ſet forth, Sometime after which on the 
ſame day at Bow near Bromley aforeſaid, the ſaid Complainant Eznice told this 

nent that ſhe was to produce ſeveral Witneſſes at the ſaid Trial, who would all 
ſwear the ſaid Bond was witneſleg by him in the long Gallery, and that this Deponent 
muſt therefore likewiſe fay it was brought to him in the long Gallefy to witneſs, 
and if this Deponent did not ſwear the ſame, her Witneſſes would be found in two 
Stories, and ſhe ſhould be nonſuited, or Words to that effet. And this Deponent 
told her that he neicher could nor would ſwear the ſame, for that was brought to 
him in che Kitchin ; and this Deponent the ſame day being enquired of by the 
Defendant Dame Deborah upon what Account he had been with the ſaid Exnice, this 
Deponent gave her Ladyſhip a true Account thereof, and faich,' he never had any 
Dycourle with the ſaid Ewnice touching the ſaid Bond, other than as before is 


ſer forth, only heard the ſaid Exnice (ay, that Sir 7ohn gave her the ſaid Bond in the 
long Gallery. 


HENRY CUDD MORE, of Bromley near Bow, in the County of Midde- 
ſex, Gentleman, aged 75 Years. To the 10th Interrogatory this Deponent ſaith, 
That about the end of December 1692, or the wn 973 of TJamary then next fol- 
lowing, this Deponent was at the Dwelling-houſe of Mre. Ann Brome Mother of 
the Complainant, on the back ſide of Berblem near the City Wall 3 and this Depo- 
nent did then ask the ſaid Mrs. Brome what ſhe had got by the Death of Sir Johv: 
Roberts for her ſelf and Children 3 whereto the ſaid Amr Brome anſwered to this ef- 
fe, viz. 1 know of nothing but what is by the Will, but my Daughter Zzxice hath 
got a Bond of 1 500 /. to which this Deponent replied,that is very well, can you ſhew 
it me? whereunto the ſaid An» Brome anſwered, ſhe had the Bond in her Cuſtody, 
and then went up Stairs into her Chamber, and brought down a ſmall long paint- 
ed Box, which (he then opened and rook out a Paper- writing which ſhe ſaid was the 
faid Bond, and then covering with her Hand the Names of the Witnefles ſubſcribed 
thereto, ſhewed this Deponent all the reſt of the ſaid Bond, and asked this Deponent 
whether Sir Joh» Roberts's Name, which appeared to be written againſt the Seal, was 
not the ſaid Sir Jobn's Hand 3 to which this Deponent anſwered, it was like it; and 
this Deponent then read the Condition thereof, which was for the Payment of 1 500 /. 
co the (aid Emnice at his Death. And this Deponent faith, that this Deponent's W ife 
and ſome other Perſons whoſe Names he remembers not, were preſent at the Time 
and Place aforeſaid, and the ſaid Ann Brome did then alſo ſhow the ſaid Bond to 
ſome of the other Perſons, and in a little ſpace of Time afterwards this Deponent 
delired of the ſaid Mrs. An Brome to let him fee the ſaid Bond again, and ſhethen 
brought it to this Deponent, and leftit with him whilſt ſhe went up Stairs and came 
down again, in which time this Deponent did take more than ordinary Notice of rhe 
Seal ſetto the ſaid Bond, and ſaw the Witneſſes Names who were the very ſame 
Perſons Names as do now appear to be fubſcribed as Witnefles to the Paper-writing 
now produced and ſhewn tothis Deponent, purporting to be the Bond in queſtion : 
and this Deponent did then particularly obſerve the Impreſſion of the Seal made in 
Wax atthe bottom ofthe ſaid Condition of the Bond,which the ſaid Mrs. An» Brome 
ſo ſhewed to this Deponent, and the manner of its being ſet, and the Imprefſhon 
of the ſaid Seal was nomore than a common ordinary Impreſſion made with a common Seal 
Full of Stars, and therefore this Deponent took it to be the7 Stars, but did not count the 
Number thereof 3 and the Wax in which the ſaid Impreſſion of the Stars was —_ 
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and which was hard Wax, was dropt or (et at the edg of the Paper in the uſual and 


common manner as Bonds ſealed with hard Wax are uſually ſealed; and the 
Paper where the ſaid Wax was dropt or ſet was wot at all cut or turned in, as it 


doth now appear to be in the Bond now produced and ſhewn to this Deponent. 


And this Deponent did take ſuch particular notice of the Impreſſion and manner of 


ſetting the ſame in the Seal ſer to the ſaid Bond, fo as aforeſaid ſhewed to this Depo- 
nent by the (aid Mrs. Brome, that this Deponent 5- poſitive it was not the ſame, or ſet 
in the ſame manner as the Seal which is now ſet to the Bond now produced and ſhewn to this 
Depoxent, the ſaid produced Bond appearing to be now ſealed with the ſaid Sir Joby 
Roberts's and his Lady's Coat of Arms, with which he uſually ſealed. - And this De- 
ponent faith, that he and the ſaid Mrs. Browe, with this Deponent's Wife, did ap- 
point a Meeting between themſelves and ſome others of their Relations in a ſhort 
time afterward, at the Royal Coffee-houſe in Exchange-Aley, to conſult what Courſe 
is beſt to take to hinder the Will of che (aid Sir 7ebn Roberts3 and in particular Yel- 
verton Peyton Eſq; was expected to be at the ſaid Meeting, And this Deponent faith, 
that he and his Wife, and the ſaid Mrs. Brotve, after they had at the time appointed 
Raid in the aid Alley in expeRation of the ſaid Mr. Peyren, this Deponent and the (aid 
Mrs. Brome went together to the General Penny-Poſt Office to take up the Letcers of 
the (aid Mr. Peyton; and this Deponent, and the ſaid Mrs. Brome had from the (aid 
Office one Pacquet dire&ed to the ſaid Mr. Peyron,, and came back to the Exchange- 
Aley, and tarfied for ſome time in expeRation of the ſaid Mr. Peyton, who not com- 
ing, and the night drawing on, this Deponent acquainted the ſaid Mrs. Ann Brome that 
the aid Pacquet was badly ſealed, and that therefore he would not keep ir, leſt the 
ſaid Mr. Pe3ton ſhould entertain any Jealouſy of its being opened by this Deponent z 
and thereupon the ſaid Mrs. A» Browe ſaid theſe words, or to the like effe&t, viz. 
T'11l ſeal it up with Sjr John's Coat of Arms, the ſame Seal my Bond is ſealed withal, 

f her Daughter's ſaid Bond, which ſhe had as aforeſaid ſhewn to this 
Deponent, was ſealed with the ſaid Sir John's Coat of Arms. Whereupon this De- 
ponent, in the preſence of the Company there, ſaid to the ſaid Mrs. Zrome words to 
this effect, Viz, 1 am ſure your Bond was ſealed with the ſeven Stars, for 1 took, particular 
wetice of it, To which ſhe anſwered, It was, or to that effet. And this Deponent 
faith, that afterward this Deponent ſaw the Bond in the Exchequer "Chamber 
upon the firſt Trial that was had at Law upon the ſame 3 and then this Deponent 
obſerved the Paper where the Seal is ſer was cutand turned in, and that the Impreſ- 
fon of the Seal made in the Wax ſet or dropt thereon was the ſaid Sir Zohn Robert:'s 
and his Lady's Coat of Arms, with which he uſually ſealed 3 and the ſaid Impreſſion 
being in hard Wax, and dropt or ſet on the Paper fo cut and turned down, which is 
2 very unuſual thing in Bonds ſealed with hard Wax, this Deponent was cenfirmed in 
his Judgment and Belief that ic was the ſame Bond which the ſaid Mrs. Br owe had 
(hewn to this Deponent when this Deponent obſerved the Impreſſion of the Seal was the 7 
Stars, and the Paper uncut and not turned down, and that the ſaid Bond had been altered jn the 
Seal thereof in manner aforeſaid, fince the time ſhe had ſhewn this Deponent the ſame, And 
this Deponenc ſaith, that the ſaid Complainant Eunice was non-luiced upon the ſaid 
Trial, and after a full Hearing, ſeveral Perſons in Court at the ſame time cryed our, 
2 Forgery, a Forgery. And this Deponent faith, that che ſaid Bond fo produced ar 
the (aid Trial, had the ſame Wirneſles Names thereto (et, as were fer to the faid 
Bond, which the faid Mrs. Aw" Brome, as aforeſaid, ſhewed to this Deponent, with 
the ſeven Stars, and was for the payment of che ſame Sum of Money. And this 


Deponent doth believe the ſaid Sir Joh» Roberts did never knowingly fign or ſeal any 
ſuch Bond. 


FOHN BROWNING, of the Inner Temple, London, Gentleman, aged 4o years. 
To the 34 Interrogatory this Deponent faich, that he was imployed by the ſaid Sir 
wy Roberts, as his Attorney at Law and Sollicitor in this Court, and was alſo imployed 

y him to make his laſt Will. And this Deponeat never heard the ſaid Sir John Ro- 
bertt talk or diſcourſe of his making, or that he had made, or intended to make any 
Settlement, Proviſion or Fortune for che ſaid Complainant Ewnice, either before, at, 
or after the making of his ſaid Will, otherwiſe than as is hereafter mentioned : tha is 
to (ay, this Deponent was ſent for to make the Will of the ſaid Sir 7obn Roberts ; 
and he having in a former Will, as this Leponent underſtood, given the ſaid Com- 
ponng Emnice 8001. he declared to this Deponent he would not give her ſo much 

y the ſaid Will this Deponent was to make, and that he was not willing co give 
more than 100 1. And Mr. Joh» Gardner a Merchant being then preſent, did preſs 
the (aid Sir Johw to make it up 500 /. but the ſaid Sir John Roberts was angry, and ſaid

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he would give her no more than 300 /. ſaying, what ſhould he give her Money for 
who woeld knock him on the head ? or words to that effe&t 3; and ſo no!more than 
3-01. was directed by the ſaid Sir fohn to be given to her by his Will, the ſaid Sir 
John Roberts, declaring he gave her the ſame to keep her from ſtarving, or to that effeR, 
And this Deponent faith, the ſaid Sir 7. Roberts was very intimate with this Deponent. 
and us'd to ſpeak very freely to him of his Aﬀairs ; and this Deponent did never hear 
the (aid Sir John (peak or ſay any thing of any Bond for 1500 /. that he had given the 
Complainant. And this Deponent doth verily believe, that if the ſaid Sir John had 
given orentred into any ſuch Bond, he would have acquainted this Deponent with it. 

Tothe 5th Interrogatory this Deponent ſaith, lie knows there was a Suit commen- 
ced in Sir Job's Liſe-time againſt the Complainant Enice and her Mother ,and Telverton 
Peyton, Eſq; and others, to diſcover what Deeds, Writings and Bonds they had ob- 
rained from the ſaid Sir 7ohn Roberts, for that it was reportedthe ſaid Exnice and her 
Mother did boaſt, that they had got (ome Deeds, Writings and Bonds, that would 
{trip the Lady Koberts of good part of the Eſtate after Sir John's Death ; and one Hugh 
Preſton, a Servant of the ſaid Sir fohn, having informed that the ſaid Exnice could coun- 
terfeic the ſaid Sir John's Hand, or any other Hand, and that he had ſeen her counter- 
feit the (aid Sir 7ohn's Hand, a Bill was filed in this Honourable Courc about Hilary 
Term, 1691, againſt the ſaid Parties at the Suit of the ſaid Sir John, to diſcover 
what Deeds, Writings and Securities the Defendants in the ſaid Bill had got or ob- 
eained, or pretended to be inticled ro from the ſaid Sir 7ohn Reberts, bur for more 
certainty refers himſelf co the ſaid Bill. 

And this Deponent farther ſaith, that the ſaid Bill was filed by the Order and DireFion 
of the ſaid Sir John Roberts, and that he himſelf did with this Deponent_ attend Sir 
Anthony Keck about the ſame. And this Deponent ſaith, that, ſoon atter the ſaid Tel- 
verton Peyton put in his Anſwer to the ſaid Bill, and did confeſs that he had a Bond 
from the ſaid Sir fohn Koberts for 2500 /. and the ſaid Emnice and her Mother put in 
cheir Anſwer and Diſclairner to the ſaid Bill, and therein denied that they or either 
of them had any Bond, Writing, or Security from the ſaid Sir 7ehn  Reberts to them 
or either of them, and diſclaimed all Righe, Title, Claim, Intereſt and Demand to 
all or any Part of his real or perſonal Eſtate, and to all and ſingular the. things meati- 
oned and inquired after in the ſaid Bil} : but for more certainty, this Deponent doth 
refer himſelt co che (aid Anſwer and Diſclaimer. 

To the 8h Incerrogatory this Deponenr ſaith, That after the ſaid Sir 7ohn's Death, 
and before ſome of the Trials at Law concerning the Bond in queſtion, this Depo- 
nent did diſcourle 7h» Shelton, whoſe Name is ſet as one of the Wirneſles to the 
Bond, and the faid She/ron did declare he did never ſee the ſaid Sir Zohn Roberts 
ſign or execute any Writing but one, and that he the ſaid She/ton ſaw him execute 


that Writing at Bromley, and that he could not tell whether the Bono in queſtion was 
the ſaid Writing or not. 


WILLIAM MORG AN, of Chancery: Lane, London, Gent. aged 40 years and 
upwards. To the 5th Interrogatory this Deponent ſaith, That whereas a Suit com- 
menced in this Honorable Court by Sir ob» Roberts, about Hilary-Term, 1691, 
againſt Telverton Peyton Eſq; and his Wike, Ann Lrome and her Daughter Eunice, and
